The Security Council, 

Having taken note of the report of the Chief of Staff 
of the United Nations Truce Supervision Organization 
in Palestine dated 23 October 1953,* 

Desirous of facilitating the consideration of the 
question, without however prejudicing the rights, claims 
or position of the parties concerned, 

1. Deems it desirable to that end that the works 
started in the demilitarized zone on 2 September 1953 
should be suspended during the urgent examination of 
the question by the Security Council; 

2. Notes with satisjaction the statement made by the 

Israel representative at the 631st meeting regarding the j 
undertaking given by his Government to suspend the 
works in question during that examination; 1 

3. Relies on* the Chief of Staff of the Trace Supervision 
Organization to inform it regarding the fulfilment of 
that undertaking. 

Adopted unanimously at the 
631st meeting. 


Decisions 

At its 632nd meeting, on 29 October 1953, the Council 
decided that at the next meeting on the item entitled 
The Palestine question — Compliance with and 
enforcement of the General Armistice Agreements, with 
special reference to recent acts of violence, and in 
particular to the incident at Qibya on 14-15 October 
1953: report by the Chief of Staff of the Trace Supervision 
Organization” the representative of Jordan would be 
invited to participate, without vote, in the discussion 
and that, in the meantime, any questions that he wished 
to put to the Chief of Staff should be submitted in 
writing.
